CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 


— The Viet Cong released 34 more 
prisoners of wa'r in Hanoi today, 
including the only foreign woman held 
by the Communists, and a U.S. Air Force 
hospital plane brought them to Clark 
Air Base for a presidential welcome. 


President Ferdinand E. Marcos was 


, on hand because two Filipino employes 
of the Voice of America were among 
•those freed, along with 27 American 
military men, three American civilians 
and two West German medical workers. 


One of the Germans was nurse 


Monika Schwinn, 30, who was captured 
near Da Nang April 27, 1969. 


It was the second prisoner release in 


two days. On Sunday, the North Viet- 
namese freed 106 Americans and two 
Thais in. Hanoi. 


First off the plane today was the 


ranking American military member of 
the group, Army Capt. Stephen R. 
Leopold, 28, of Milwaukee, Wis. 


"My God, you don't know how good it 


is to be free, how good it is to be home," 
he said in a brief speech. 


Leopold, captured May 9, 1968, in 


Kontum province, said when he was 
told he could make a speech, "The first 
thing I thought of was to add up the 
years in captivity that the men in this 


crew had served. 


"1 stopped counting at 150. One 


hundred fifty years for 34 people is a 
long time. But there is no sorrow in this 
group today. I think right now this is the 
happiest group of men in the United 
States or any place else in this world ... 
Of course, we will not be completely 
satisfied or happy until all our friends 
still in Hanoi are released by the end of 
this month. That still doesn't make us 
any less happy today." 


The POWs were dressed in the same:' 


gray shirts and dark slacks that other 
prisoners who have returned from 
Hanoi have worn. 


All but one of the American military 


men smartly saluted the American flag 
before stepping down the ramp to be 
greeted by Marcos, Adm. Noel Gayler, 
commander in chief of U.S. forces in the 
Pacific; U.S. Ambassador Henry A 
Byroade, and the commander of the 
13th Air Force, Lt. Gen. William G. 
Moore Jr. 


Marine Sgt. Frank E. Cius Jr., 36, who 


was captured June 3, 1967, saluted 
Gayler as he stepped down but not the 
colors. He was the only POW to be 
released so far for whom themilitary has 
not announced a home town. They said 
this was done at the request of his 
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'No strings' aid to 
cities urged by Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Declaring 


that the cities' hour of crisis has passed, 
President Nixon says he wants S2..3 
billion for broad community-develop- 
ment revenue-sharing grants to state 
and local government. 


In a radio speech Sunday previewing 


a special message to be submitted to the 
Senate and House this week, Nixon said 
his latest budget eliminates seven ur- 
ban-development programs and sus- 
pends four housing programs he 
described as outmoded and ineffective. 


To replace these, he urged Congress 


to enact a "Better Communities Act," 
saying: 


"This aid will have no strings at- 


tached as long as it is used for com- 
munity development. Your local leaders 
can go on spending it the way 
Washington was spending it if they like. 
But they would also be free to-work out 
better plans without having to get 
Washington's approval." 


Touching on other points that will be 


covered in the message, Nixon said: 


—"I propose that our states and 


communities be given the right to use a 


designated portion of the Highway 
Trust Fund for capital improvements in 
urban public transportation, including 
improvements in bus and rapid rail 
systems. 


—-"In the field of housing, we must 


stop programs that have" been turning 
the federal government into a nation- 
wide slumlord. One of my highest 
domestic priorities this year will be the 
development of new policies that 
eliminate waste and target aid to 
genuinely needy families.

Rare herd 
of horses 
is killed 


HOWE, Idaho (AP) — Federal of- 


ficials planned an inspection today of 
the scene of a mountain roundup where 
Humane Society officials say one of the 
area's last wild horse herds was des- 
troyed. 


Bureau of Land Management officials 


in Boise said the carcasses of 8 to 10 
horses were found at the bottom of a 
200-foot cliff about 80 miles west of 
Idaho Falls. 


The officials would not comment on 


the destroyed animals, found at the 
9,000-foot level of theLemhi Mountains, 
but said at least 30 other horses were 
forced down the mountains .with their 
nostrils wired to restrict breathing and 
render them controllable. 


There was no elaboration. 
Jens Jensen of the BLM and U.S. 


Forest Service investigators were to 
leave Idaho Falls for the area this 
morning. 


Oliver Cliff, regional chief of range 


management for the Forest Service in 
Ogden. Utah, said he has had two ins- 
pectors in the Butte County area since 
he first heard about, the roundup on 
federal lands Thursday. 


Cliff said the investigation was 


launched after a complaint was filed by 
Velma Johnston of Reno. Nev., known 
as Wild Horse Annie, who has been 
active in protecting the nation's 
remaining wild horse herds. She is a 
member of a federal board that protects 
wild horses. 


Bill Yearsley of Blackfoot, Idaho, said 


he was among the group of cowboys 
involved in the roundup. He said he 
suspected a cougar had driven the 
horses off the cliff. 


He said the cowboys had found the 


animals in their usual hiding place, 
toppled a tree over the exit to prevent 
their escape and left them for the night. 


William Mathews, Idaho director for 


the BLM, said federal law requires BLM 
permission to round up even privately 
owned horses, when federal lands are 
involved, and no permission was 
granted, 


Maihews said the herd has been 


roaming free in thearea since the 1950s, 
but local ranchers have claimed ow- 
nership. 


Butte Cour.ty Sheriff Richard Lords 


said he thought nothing illegal or cruel 
had occurred, and hesaid he believes no 
charges will be brought by federal 
investigators. 


Both Lords and Yearsley said they 


were not sure what happened to the 
hojses that were safely rounded up atop 
the cliff and trucked away.

Indians spurn 
offer of talks 


WOUNDED KNEE, S. D. (AP) — 


Indians holding Wounded Knee today- 
ignored a federal offer to depart the 
village unarmed and a leader said the 
militants were through negotiating 
with Justice Department officials. 


'We're finished talking with the Jus- 


tice Department,'" said Carter Camp, a 
leader of the American Indian 
Movement, which led the takeover of 
the historic hamlet last Tuesday. "We'll 
deal with them later in the field with 
guns and violence." 


Camp's statement made it appear 


doubtful that the Indians would show 
up for peace talks with federal lawyers 
that were to resume today in a teepee on 
neutral ground between the occupied 
village and a perimeter of armed law 
enforcement officers. 


Camp said the Indians want to meet 


with Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton "or a top aide." The Department 
of the Interior oversees the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, a prime target of the AIM 
protest. 


Late Sunday, the Indians burned a 


government offer to withdraw from 
Wounded Knee. The federal offer 
stipulated that the Indians must leave 
without their weapons but would be 
allowed to leave starting at 10a.m. EST 


without threat of mass arrests. 


Federal officials said a grand jury 


investigation at a later date would 
determine if charges were warranted. 


Camp said today the burning of the 


government proposal was "a fait 
dramatic. But we consider the offer only 
a starting point 


"We don't care if they extend the 


offer. We can't consider going out until 
they deal with the issues that brought us 
here." 


His comments reflected the contempt 


the government offer received when it 
was presented to the Indians late Sun- 
day. 


About the same time, the Indians 


offered a peace proposal under which 
they would remain in this village where 
146 Sioux and 31 U.S. soldiers died in an 
3 S90 showdown. 


The Indians also proposed negotiat- 


ions for supplies and said that any 
federal arraignments or legal actions 
should be held here. They asked ail civil 
rights and peace movement volunteers 
10 gather here.

Bodies of diplomats slain in Sudan returned to U.S.

KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) — 


Diplomats, Sudanese officials and 
newsmen wept openly today as a U.S. 
presidential plane left Khartoum to take 
home thebodies and families of two U.S. 
diplomats murdered by Palestinian 
guerrillas. 


The burlap-wrapped bodies of U.S. 


Ambassador Cleo A. Noel Jr. and 
Charge d'Affaires G. Curtis Moore were 
carried from the blood-spattered Saudi 
Arabian Embassy on Sunday. The eight 
guerrillas surrendered to Sudanese 
authorities after holding out for €0 
hours. 


The terrorists also killed the Belgian 


charge d'affaires, Guy Eid, but freed 


Jordanian Charge Adley el Nasser, 
Saudi Ambassador Abdullah Malhouk 
and his wife unharmed. 


A band softly played Auld Lang Syne 


as the flag-draped coffins were lifted 
into Ihe Boeing jet shortly after da\vn. 
and the grieving families said goodbye 
to the long line of well wishers. 


Two U.S. Marines in dress blues 


flanked each casket, but otherwise 
there was no ceremony. 


President Jaafar al Numairi assigned 


Minister of Reform Abdul Rahman Ab- 
dul Jlah to accompany the bodies of 
Noel and Moore and to present Sudan's 
condolences lo President Nixon. 


In Washington, theState Department 


said the plane would arrive at Andrews 
Air Force Base about 4 p.m. EST. The 


two diplomats will be buried in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. 


The eight guerrillas, members of the 


Black Septemberist faction of the 
Palestine liberation movement, were 
held at a Khartoum army headquarters. 


President Numairi cabled President 


Nixon that he would deal firmly with 
them. "We find the killing of these men 
outrageous," he said. 


A high-ranking member of the 


Sudanese government told diplomats 
privately: "The guerrillas are already 
dead men."' 


More than 300 paratroopers 


surrounded the embassy Sunday as ?he 
eight Palestinians, described as between 
19 and 25 years old, emerged from the 
building flashing victory signs. 


in a statement issued in Beirut. Black 


September said the guerrillas surren- 
dered "because of the high esteem we 
hold" for Numairi. 


"We leave them in trust in his hands," 


Ihe statement said. 'We are confident 
they will be treated a.s true revolut- 
ionary fighters." 


Armed with machine guns, grenades 


and revolvers, the guerrillas invaded the 
embassy during a reception Thursday 
night and demanded the release of a 
number of Palestinians held in various 
countries. It soon became apparent, 
however, that their chief goal was 
freedom for guerrilla leader Mohammed 
Daoud Odeh and 19 other members of 
the Palestinian movement under death 
sentence in Jordan. 


None of the terrorists' demands were 


met. and King Hussein of Jordan on 
Sunday confirmed the death sentence 
against Daoud and his associates. 


First reports indicated thai the 


guerrillas treated their hostage?, well; 
but Friday night, the two Americans 
and the Belgian were taken to the 
basement and executed. 


Asked why those there were killed, 


Malhoak told newsmen: "Because the 
fedayeen considered them enemies oi 
the Palestinian cause." An anonymous 
guerrilla statement 3»sued in Bcirui'&aid 
they were killed because of "Nixon's 
arrogance and obstinacy" in his 
declaration on Friday that the United 
States would not "give in to blackmail 
demands."

Patience is important 
with 'mirror writer' 


However, dieticians, canners and 


other such sources tell me that vegeta-

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am concerned 


about my grandson, going on 5 and 
learning to write. He starts his 
characters from the right and works to 
the left When held up to a mirror they 
look all right 


My husband says he has heard of this 


and believes there is a name for it, but 


• does not know the cure.—A.W.P. ~ 


This is called mirror writing. It is 


fairly common among youngsters who 
are learning to write but not a cause for 
any great concern Reasonable care 
and patience in getting the youngster 
to write from left to right, true, but not 
a cause for alarm or despair. 


This odd trait is more common 


among left-handers than right-handed 
children but this is not reason to at- 
tempt to change the left-handedness. 
. 


Just why this trait develops is a bit 


problematical. Probably the most 
logical explanation is that a child, eager 
enough to learn to shape letters the 
right way, doesn't see any particular 
reason why he should do it from that 
side to this, instead of from this side to 
that. After all, don't some cultures 
favor a sequence from up to down 
instead of side to side? 


Anyway, 
when 
mirror 
writing 


develops, it is important for parents and 
teachers to be patient in showing the 
youngster his error. Correct him but 
don't make a big fuss about it As his 
writing skill improves, the mirror writ- 
ing will disappear. 


Dear Dr Thosteson: I have sinus very

Federal funding for Outagamie 


County's narcotics squad apparently 
will end April 1, but efforts are being 
made to continue and probably expand 
its operation with county money. 


Renewed federal participation 'ap- 


pears unlikely, Sheriff Calvin Spice was 
told, because: 


—Second-year funding has low 


priority. 
, 


—There is extreme competition for 


federal funds to fight the drug and 
narcotics problem and major, me- 
tropolitan areas are being given top 
consideration. 
• 


—The two-man squad, which/ began 


work a year ago, has not met ,'federal 
criteria in getting at drug and narcotics 
pushers. 


The observations were contained in a 


letter Spice received Friday from 
Daniel F. Van De Hey, regional director 
of East Central Region, Criminal Jus- 
tice Planning. 


Van De Hey said he supports Spice's 


efforts at drug enforcement, but he 
recommended that the narcotics squad 
be integrated into the sheriffs depart- 
ment organization, that it be housed in 
the new safety building and that its 
enforcement duties be expanded. 


A final decision on federal funding 


for the squad apparently will not be 
made until the executive committee of 
the Wisconsin Council on Criminal 
Justice (through which money is chan- 
neled) meets in July, but local officials 
believe thai, based on- the latest infor- 
mation from the criminal justice plan- 
ning office, chances of'continued out- 
side participation are remote. 


County Executive Alvin E. Woehler 


said today he will meet soon with Spice 
to work out a projected cost estimate 
and a proposal for full county takeover 
of the narcotics squad. 


Woehler anticipates bringing a 


proposal before the county board in 
April. He said he is "very confident" the 
board will realize the importance of 
keeping the squad operational. Money 
is available to fund the squad until 


supervisors determine its future, 
Woehler assured. 


Federal money covers 60 per cent of 


the squad expenses, with the remaining 
cost incurred by the county. Anticipat- 
ed cost of operation in 1973, Woehler 
said, is 532,000. Projected federal reim- 
bursement was $19,000, he added. 


The squad now works out of a 


downtown office, to allow for some 
degree of anonymity. Woehler said 
arrangements probabl'y would be made 
for office space in the courthouse if the 
county has to assume full cost. A large 
amount of courthouse space has 
become available since the new jail 
safety building was opened in January. 


The biggest expense, Woehler said,

No-fault' battle lines drawn at hearing

Representatives of the insurance in- 


dustry and the state bar quickly drew 
battle lines this morning as the State 
Senate's Judiciary and Insurance Com- 
mittee opened its hearing on proposals 
for no-fault automobile insurance. 


The hearing, according to committee 


chairman Sen. Gerald Lorge. R-Bear 
Creek, was to determine whether the 
no-fault insurance plans would reduce 
insurance premium costs and give the 
insured greater protection. 


While no one testifying at the hear- 


ing said he could promise lower 
premium costs; it was pointed out that 
the proposals would serve to speed the 
settlement system. Two Fox Cities at- 
torneys and a representative of the 
Christian Science Committee on 


Publication for Wisconsin questioned 
whether there should be any changes. - 


The first two witnesses were W.A. 


Durkin, of the Wisconsin Insurance 
Alliance, and Edward Lontkowski, 
Green Bay, speaking for the nine 
county Northeastern Wisconsin Bar 
Association Committee studying the 
insurance proposals. 


The two proposals viewed most 


closely were the governor's task force 
recommendation, now being redrafted, 
and the Wisconsin Bar Association's 
proposal. While there are six bills in the 
legislature, Lorge directed considera- 
tion at these two at the outset of the 
hearing. 


The proposal of the task force calls 


for a modified no-fault plan which 
would be compulsory for all Wisconsin 
motor vehicle drivers. It would call for 


payment of all reasonable and neces- 
sary medical expenses incurred up to a 
year at $5,000, instead of the SI,000 
now, and would set a threshold of 
$1,000 for medical payments, meaning 
that one couldn't sue for medical ex- 
penses of under $1,000. 


• However, Durkiri pointed out that 
this -threshold didn't apply for - per- 
manent serious disfigurement, a frac- 
ture of a weight-bearing bone, other 
serious fractures, loss of body member, 
permanent injury or death, meaning 
there would be no.restriction on suing 
for such cases. 


The state bar bill, introduced in the 


senate and the assembly, sets a $3.000 
minimum on medical costs and no 
threshold. Proponents contend the 
threshold restricts the injured party's 
right to redress in the courts. 


Lontkowski defended the bar as- 


sociation bill and contended that the 
proposal_ to set up a threshold was 
similar to "cutting off the head of a 
patient to cure his headache." He said 
that under the bar bill the claimant 
would have the right to go to court, 
regardless of the amount involved. 


He claimed that attorneys weren't 


making 
big 
money 
on 
the 


preponderance of the auto insurance 
cases and that they had to spend con- 
siderable time for little money on many 
occasions. He said the no-fault of the 
task force would discourage attorneys 
to enter the auto insurance litigation 
field because it would control the fees 
they could receive. 


Lorge reminded Lontkowski that the 


committee was concerned about the 
consumer, not the bar. 


Durkin contended the bar associa- 


tion bill would boost premium costs by 
18 to 24 per cent without significantly 
changing the benefits of the present 
system. He told the committee he could 
not promise that task force proposal, 
which the insurance alliance supports, 
would lower premium rate 


He contended the bar association bill 


encouraged undeserved claims for per- 
sonal damage. He also said the task 
force proposal would not necessarily 
stop this, but'it definitely wouldn't 
encourage it and probably would help 
control it.

Saigon POW release

SAIGON (AP) — The Communists 


announced today they will boycott 
meetings of the four-party Joint Milit- 
ary Commission until South Vietnam 
increases the number of war prisoners 
to be released in the second phase of 
exchanges. 


U.S. officials said the announcement 


by North Vietnam and the Viet Cong 
came as a surprise. They noted the 
prisoner release timetable already is a 
week behind schedule. 


The Joint Military Commission is 


made up of the United States, the two 
Vietnams and the Viet Cong. 


The international peacekeeping mis- 


sion, however, reported unanimous 
agreement for the first time since it 
came to South Vietnam, but remained 
split on a complaint by the U.S.-South 
Vietnamese side that the Communists 
had set up a missile site at Khe Sanh, 
just below the demilitarized zone, after 
the Jan. 28 cease-fire. 


The International Commission of 


Control and Supervision, made up of 
Canada, Poland, Indonesia and Hun- 
gary, sent unanimous reports to the 
Joint Military Commission on its 
investigations of heavy fighting at the 
port of Sa Huynh and a rock-throwing 
incident at Hue in which six North 
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Vietnamese representatives were 
reported injured, according to Ambas- 
sador Michel Gauvin of Canada. 


But the discord on the prisoner issue 


seemed to overshadow this first repor- 
tof progress by the international cease- 
fire watchdogs. 


The Communists claimed Saigon 


reduced by about one half the number of 
military prisoners it was to release as 
part of the second phase of the POW 
exchange schedule drawn up by the 
Vietnam peace accord. 


The South Vietnamese said they 


would turn 3,000 prisoners over to the 
Communists, but Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong said that figure, according to the 
cease-fire agreement, should be 7,000. 


The impasse, if not quickly settled, 


could throw the already largely inef- 
fective, bickering commission into 
chaos and delay the exchange of all 
prisoners past the March 28 deadline. 


Disagreements over the prisoner 


release postponed discussion today of 
three major issues before the com- 
mission: charges that the North Viet- 


namese have built a missile site at Khe 
Sanh, freer movement for Communist 
representatives and a U.S. proposal 
urging all parties to halt the bloodshed 
that has continued during the 37 days 
since the cease-fire. 


The peace accord calls for Saigon to 


release about seven times as many 
•prisoners as the Communists in each of 
four exchanges. The figures are based 
on the total number of men on prisoner 
lists submitted by each side. 


The South Vietnamese said they 


reduced the number they would release 
this time because the Communists had 
not given a satisfactory accounting for 
31,818 South Vietnamese soldiers 
Saigon lists as missing. 


The U.S. member of the commission, 


Maj. Gen. Gilbert H. Woodward,' 
warned that time for the Vietnamese 
POW exchanges is running out if 
American aircraft are to be used to 
transport the POWs to and from release 
points. He pointed out they will no 
longer be available after March 28, the 
deadline for withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Vietnam.

All the U.S. airmen freed Sunday 


appeared healthy as they stepped from 
the three planes that brought them from 
HanoLThey celebrated their freedom at 
ClarkTieTd's 270-bed military hospital 
by calling wives and family members in 
the United States and devouring huge 
amounts of steak, fried eggs and ice 
'cream. 
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Several of the freed POWs also held a 


15-rninute religious service in the hos- 
pital's Red Cross lounge shortly after 
arrival. 


"We returned from war to freedom 


only America can give," Navy Cmdr. 
Eugene B. McDaniel, 41, of Virginia 
Beach, Va., said in a sermon during the 
service. 


"It is futile to be sad or glad about 


things which might not come.... When 
adversity comes, take it patiently with 
the helping hand of God." 


Officials said the sermon was 


prepared by McDaniel last week after he 
learned there would be a delay in the 
group's release. The men had been 
scheduled for release last Tuesday but 
were delayed by a disagreement over 
implementation of the cease-fire terms. 


Operation Homecoming officials said 


the group freed Sunday would spend 
about three days in the Philippines 
before flying to the United States. 


The arrival ceremony Sunday was 


similar to those for the two groups of 
POWs who reached Clark on Feb. 12 and 
Feb. 18. 


Several thousand base personnel and 


their families were on hand to cheer, and 
many held up posters carrying wel- 
coming messages. 


Air Force Lt. Col. Dewey L. Smith, 43, 


of Valley Station, Ky., broke from the 
red carpet after stepping from the plane 
to run over arid hug "a woman who had 
organized a group chanting "Dewey! 
Dewey!" 


The woman, Mrs. Maria Krieger, 43, a 


native of West Germany, had been 
wearing Smith's POW bracelet for the 
past year. 


Perhaps the most widely known of 


the POWs released Sunday was Cmdr. 
Richard A. Stratton, 41, of Palo Alto, 
Calif. Stratton bounded from the C141 
and shook hands warmly with the of- 
ficial welcoming committee, in contrast 
to a 1967 picture showing him thin and 
haggard, bowing deeply to the North 
Vietnamese at a Hanoi press conference 
where he reportedly confessed to war 
crimes. 


Little was known about the two Thais 


that the North Vietnamese released 
with the 106 Americans. U.S. and Thai 
officials did not give any information 
except their names, Chem Bamrung 
Oum and Praphan Xirion, both in their 
40s. 


The North Vietnamese said they were 


mercenaries and spies, and there were 
unconfirmed reports that they were 
shot down in an unmarked U.S. plane 
some time ago. 


They, too, appeared healthy and in

rearrest Owen Lambert, who was or- 
dered released in connection with the 
recent U.S. Supreme Court abortion 
decision, has been issued by the Mil- 
waukee County district attorney's of- 
fice.

tory worker, was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison after he pleaded no contest to 
the charge of performing an abortion 
which resulted in the May, 1969, death 
of a 20-year-old Kenosha woman.

ordered the release in line with the high 
court's recent ruling that the state's 
only interest in abortion during the first 
six months of pregnancy is the health of 
the mother. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren has ruled 


that, because Wisconsin's abortion law 
made no distinction between abortions 
performed by a licensed physician and 
those by a layman, the entire law was 
thus made unconstitutional. 


Lambert had also been charged with 


another count of abortion, a count of 
manslaughter and two counts of 
delivery of dangerous drugs as a 
supplier. The other charges were dis- 
missed when Lambert entered his no 
con test plea.

Your medical and dental expenses in 


1972 can be a vitally important itemized 
deduction for millions of you. As just 
one illustration, even at the $5,000 ad- 
justed gross income bracket, the 
average medical deduction at latest 
report was $373—and this was an 
average based on Treasury figures for 
1970. Since then, medical costs have

today's averages across the board are 
undoubtedly much higher. 


Here are medical expense develop- 


ments of 1972 which are of major im- 
portance to you. 


If you, a taxpayer, paid money to 


maintain a dependent in a therapeutic 
center for drug addicts, you had a 
deductible medical expense. What's 
more, a 1972 Treasury ruling says this 
includes the cost of your dependent's 
meals and lodging at the center which 
are furnished as a necessary part of the 
treatment. 


If you had acupuncture treatments, 


you can deduct the cost of these as a 
medical expense, according to another 
favorable 1972 Treasury ruling. This 
covers acupuncture services, whether 
for diagnosis, cure, mitigation, treat- 
ment, etc. The ruling does not in any 
way condition the deduction on recog- 
nition or acceptance of acupuncture by 
the local administrative or medical 
authorities. 


If you failed to keep adequate records 


of your medical expenses last year, a 
1972 Tax Court case may help you. 


Specifically, if an Internal Revenue 


Service examining agent knocks, out 
your claimed medical-expense deduc- 
tion for lack of written supporting 
evidence, the Tax Court may be willing 
to allow you to deduct a reasonable 
estimate of your expenses under the 
so-called Cohan rule. You will, though, 
have to persuade the court why your 
estimate is reasonable before the 
deduction will be allowed. 


(Under this same Cohan rule, you 


may win a reasonable, estimated 


charitable-contribution deduction if 
you otherwise lack written proof of the 
precise amount of your contributions 
For travel and entertainment expenses, 
you cannot rely on the Cohan rule 
because the Internal Revenue Code 
requires specific proof of travel and 
entertainment expenses.) 


But it's a lot simpler to put together 


proof to back up your claimed deduc- 
tions than to gamble on winning an 
estimated deduction allowance in the 
Tax Court. And the time to put those 
records together is now. 


Another 1972 Tax Court decision, 


however, was unfavorable to taxpayers 
caught in a situation that has become 
fairly common in today's culture- 
parents trying to help their disturbed 
young adult children. In this instance, a 
daughter developed a severe psychosis 
while in college and was hospitalized 
for two years. At that point, her 
psychiatrist wanted her out of the hos- 
pital because he feared she might 
otherwise tend to become permanently 
hospitalized. But he didn't want her to 
return to her parents, nor did he want 
her to be completely on her own. He 
would have liked her in a psychiatric 
"halfway house" for six to 12 months 
after leaving the hospital—but there 
was none in that vicinity. 


The psychiatrist, therefore, had her 


move into an apartment near the 
college, with a private phone that 
enabled her to speak to him when dis- 
turbed. She called him daily. 


Her parents deducted the apartment. 


• rental and phone bills as medical ex- 
penses equivalent to staying at a half- 
way house. The Tax Court barred the 
deduction. It said that "the apartment 
was not a substitute for a hospital and 
that the lodging did not qualify as 
institutional care because the apart- 
ment was not specially equipped or 
furnished and it provided no medical 
supervision. 


Still another Tax Court case in 1972 


raised a warning flag about deductions 
for medical expenses that you pay in 
one year for medical services to be 
performed the following year. For ins- 
tance, if you make a down payment in 
December of '73 for services to be per- 


formed in January of '74, this case may. 
bar you from deducting that payment 
in either '73 or '74. 


Be on guard, says the Research Ins-" 


titute of America: Avoid getting into 
this prepayment situation if at all possi- 
ble.

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More ex-POWs welcomed at Clark 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 


— The Viet Cong released 34 more 
prisoners of war in Hanoi today, 
including the only foreign woman held 
by the Communists, and a U.S. Air Force 
hospital plane brought them to Clark 
Air Base for a presidential welcome. 


President Ferdinand E. Marcos was 


on hand because two Filipino employes 
of the Voice of America were among 
those freed, along with 27 American 
military men, three American civilians 
and two West German medical workers. 


One of the Germans was nurse 


Monika Schwinn, 30, who was captured 
near Da Nang April 27, 1969. 


It was the second prisoner release in 


two days. On Sunday, the North Viet- 
namese freed 106 Americans and two 
Thais in Hanoi. 


First off the plane today was the 


ranking American military member of 
the group, Army Capt. Stephen R. 
Leopold, 28, of Milwaukee, Wis. 


"My God, you don't know how good it 


is to be free, how good it is to be home." 
he said in a brief speech. 


Leopold, captured May 9, 1968, in 


Kontum province, said when he was 
told he could make a speech, "The first 
thing I thought of was to add up the 
years in captivity that the men in this 


crew had served. 


"I stopped counting at 150. One 


hundred fifty years for 34 people is a 
long time. But there is no sorrow in this 
group today. I think right now this is the 
happiest group of men in the United 
States or any place else in this world ... 
Of course, we will not be completely 
satisfied or happy until all our friends 
still in Hanoi are released by the end of 
this month. That still doesn't make us 
any less happy today." 


The POWs were dressed in the same; 


gray shirts and dark slacks that other 
prisoners who have returned from 
Hanoi have worn.

area's last wild horse herds was des- 
troyed.

Bureau of Land Management officials 


in Boise said the carcasses of 8 to 10 
horses were found at the bottom of a 
200-foot cliff about 80 miles west of 
Idaho Falls. 


The officials would not comment on 


the destroyed animals, found at the 
9,000-foot level of the Lemhi Mountains, 
but said at least 30 other horses were 
forced down the mountains with their 
nostrils wired to restrict breathing and 
render them controllable. 


There was no elaboration. 
Jens Jensen of the BLM and U.S. 


Forest Service investigators were to 
leave Idaho Falls for the area this 
morning. 


Oliver Cliff, regional chief of range 


management for the Forest Service in 
Ogden, Utah, said he has had two ins- 
pectors in the Butte County area since 
he first heard about the roundup on 
federal lands Thursday. 


Cliff said the investigation was 


launched after a complaint was filed by 
Velma Johnston of Reno, Nev., known 
as Wild Horse Annie, who has been 
active in protecting the nation's 
remaining wild horse herds. She is a 
member of a federal board that protects 
wild horses. 


Bill Yearsley of Blackfoot, Idaho, said 


he was among the group of cowboys 
involved in the roundup. He said he 
suspected a cougar had driven the 
horses off the cliff. 


He said the cowboys had found the 


animals in their usual hiding place, 
toppled a tree over the exit to prevent 
their escape and left them for the night. 


William Mathews, Idaho director for 


the BLM, said federal law requires BLM 
permission to round up even privately 
owned horses, when federal lands are 
involved, and no permission was 
granted. 


Mathews said the herd has been 


roaming free in the area since the 1950s, 
but local ranchers have claimed ow- 
nership. 


Bulte County Sheriff Richard Lords 


said he thought nothing illegal or cruel 
had occurred, and he said he believes no 
charges will be brought by federal 
investigators.

WOUNDED KNEE. S.D. (AP) - 


Peace talks in a tepee were scheduled 
today at Wounded Knee, a hamlet held 
since Tuesday by militant Indians who 
have burned a government proposal to 
end the armed stand-off. 


The Justice Department proposed 


late Sunday that the 200 Indians who 
invaded Wounded Knee could depart 
with no threat of arrest beginning at 10 
a.m. EST today. 


The federal offer stipulated the In- 


dians must depart without their 
weapons and that only males must 
identify themselves as they pass 
through federal lines. 


Federal officials said a grand jury 


investigation at a later date would 
determine if charges were warranted. 


The Indians, led by officials of the 


American Indian Movement, jeered at 
the proposal in their camp Sunday 
night They burned the paper on which 
the offer was written. 


"We decided the -Indian people are 


more important to us than jail terms," 
said Carter Carnp. an AIM leader. 
"We've got to force the government to 
come to terms with us." 


About the same lime, the Indians 


offered a peace proposal under which 


they would remain in this village where 
146 Sioux and 31 U.S. soldiers died in an 
1890 showdown. 


The Indians also proposed negotiat- 


ions for supplies and said that any- 
federal arraignments or legal actions 
should be held here. They asked all civil 
rights and peace movement volunteers 
to gather here. 


The Indians" announcement Sunday 


of their determination to stay here came 
after a meeting with New York attorney- 
William Kunstler. who arrived earlier in 
the day. 


Late Sunday, a Justice Department

The burlap-wrapped bodies of U.S. 


Ambassador C3eo A. Noel Jr. and 
Charge d'Affaires G. Curtis Moore were 
carried from the blood-spattered Saudi 
Arabian Embassy on Sunday. The eight 
guerrillas surrendered to Sudanese 
authorities after holding out for €0 
hours. 


The terrorists also killed the Belgian 


charge d'affaires, Guy Eid, but freed 


Jordanian Charge Adley el Nasser, 
Saudi Ambassador Abdullah Malhouk 
and his wife unharmed. 


A band softly played Auld Lang Syne 


as the flag-draped coffins were lifted 
into the Boeing jet shortly after dawn, 
and the grieving families said goodbye 
to the long line of well wishers. 


Two U.S. Marines in dress blues 


flanked each casket, but otherwise 
there was no ceremony. 


President Jaafar al Numairi assigned 


Minister of Reform Abdul Rahman Ab- 
dul Hah to accompany the bodies of 
Noel and Moore and to present Sudan's 
condolences to President Nixon.

Lucey was told by Department of Nat- 
ural Resources Secretary L.P. Voigt that 
the diking would require an environ- 
mental impact report from the city of 
Green Bay, an environmental impact 
statement from the department, and a 
series of public hearings.

the action, including the vigorous 
application of flood plain zoning res- 
trictions," the attorney general said.

said the Sixth District congressman, in 
his weekly report from Washington. 


Under Nixon sewage plant construc- 


tion cutbacks, "Wisconsin will receive 
$35 million in fiscal year 1973 and S50 
million in fiscal year 1974. Steiger 
figures the state needs at least $100 
million this year.

"Appropriate cuts occur in some, 


programs that have been regarded as 
"sacred cows'," asserts Steiger. "But,

Sleiger said the Nixon budget 


proposals "reflects the developing tone

The way children learn 


There have been countless studies made of the way children 


learn — or don't learn — motivation, coercion, punishment, 
rewards, competition. A program conducted in kindergarten 
through third grade in two public schools in largely black and 
poor sections of New York City is presenting some answers. 


There are several regulations to the program. First, the 


parents must not only agree but be enthusiastic and cooperative. 
The children are there by their parents' choice. The three R's are 
stressed almost to the exclusion of everything else. There is no 
regular grading as such and no punishment. 


The motivations are two-fold — the attention and participa- 


tion of the teacher in what the child is doing, and a system of 
tokens in payment for achievements. The tokens are used by the 
youngsters to buy something —not candy or toys but an activity 
such as watching The Electric Company or Sesame Street, 
playing cards, or with one of the small pet animals, figuring out 
a puzzle or having extra time in the library. 


Most of the youngsters' work is done by himself with self 


testing arrangements although the teacher may ask for in- 
dividual oral recitation. Those who do not do much are simply 
not paid much attention. The teachers also have had to have 
considerable background in the method and be enthusiastic 
about its application. 


In the five years the program has been in operation it "has 


significantly raised the reading, writing and arithmetic perfor- 
mance and scores of the participating children." More than that, 
it may have introduced them to a society in which standards are 
set and to meet them 'means reward. The critical may shout

A reporter wins a round

Les Whitten, like his boss, columnist Jack Anderson, is exactly 


the kind of newsman the administration detests. Nosy. Stub- 
born. Irreverent in the presence of political rank and power. 


Recently the Federal Bureau of Investigation nabbed Whitten 


and two Indian activists on charges of receiving government 
documents stolen from the Bureau of Indian Affairs. Whitten 
flatly denied ever having had the documents in his possession 
and suggested that the FBI was twisting the meaning of "stolen 
property" to include possession of information. That comes 
close to thought control. 


Meanwhile Anderson, in several columns published by The 


Daily News, charged that the FBI was acting under White House 
orders to "nail" him and his associate for their repeated 
disclosures of information embarrassing to the administration. 
This included information from secret government documents 
indicating a pro-Pakistan bias in the 1971 Indo-Pakistan war as 
well as some shocking information on the mishandling of 
American Indian affairs. 


This week the Justice Department laid its case against 


Whitten and the two Indians before a federal grand jury. The 
grand jury refused to indict, and the government promptly 
dropped all charges against the three. 


While this was a gratifying vindication of Whitten's integrity 


as a reporter doing his job of informing the public, in a way it is 
too bad that the whole thing had to end without further public 
proceedings. 


For Whitten and Anderson and their lawyers had some potent 


evidence they were ready to present. This included evidence 
indicating that the FBI knew that Hank Adams, one of the 
Indian defendants, was simply a negotiator who at the time he 
was seized was simply returning documents he had had no part 
in stealing. The evidence includes a television film showing an 
FBI informer posing as an Indian at a press conference where 
Adams announced the documents were to be returned. 


At any rate the government's rebuff by the grand jury and the 


government's swift retreat add impressive weight to Anderson's 
charge that Whitten's arrest was one more episode in a deter- 
mined government campaign to stifle press criticism by harass- 
ing reporters. 


Anderson and Whitten, fortunately, are too tough and loo 


resourceful to be cowed by such tactics. 


But the campaign is mounting in intensity and scope as efforts 


persist throughout the country to pumsh reporters who refuse 
to play stool pigeon or accede to censorship. 


With public support the press will win this fight. But the public 


must understand its own stake in the struggle — that the real 
threat here is to the public's right to get the facts straight, 
without having them ladled out selectively on a government 
spoon.

Wiegner's tax proposals daring 


MADISON — Probably the most underes- 


timated of the key men in the state adminis- 
tration of Gov. Patrick Lucey is the briskly 
confident young chief of the state Department 
of Revenue whose tasks are as various and 
sensitive as those of any ranking officer of the 
state bureaucracy. 


Edward Wiegner is junior to all of the heads 


of major services in the state regime and ap- 
pears younger than he is. Perhaps because he 
has the high confidence of youth, but more 
likely because he recognizes his place as one of 
the best career promotion assignments availa- 
ble to a man trained as an economist, he has 
been responsible for more major and innova- 
tive proposals than any other among the 
chosen lieutenants of a governor who wants his 
administration to be remembered for progres- 
sive change. 


He's thoroughly prepared 


Wiegner on the stand before a legislative 


committee is a refreshing experience for the 
usually jaded audience. Thoroughly prepared, 
he speaks crisply and lucidly. He anticipates 
questions and is ready to reply almost before 
they are uttered. All of which is perhaps not a 
quality to be singled out for praise. A revered 
mentor of this reporter always patiently 
explained that singing was Galli-Curci's only 
major attainment. 


Sometime economics Prof. Wiegner's ap- 


pearances are welcomed, nevertheless, because 
such facility is not to be relied upon among 
others who have sometimes been detached 
from academic halls to serve in political places. 


The careful listener is inclined to believe that 


the revenue secretary won't be altogether 
surprised, although there will be some disap- 
pointment, if all of his daring propositions now 
before the legislature are not accepted. His 
major goal, during what may be a compara- 
tively short term in state administration, is the 
most extensive reshaping of the Wisconsin 
property tax system ever seriously advanced.

cheese factory on the remote rural route and 
the country publishing shop —why they should 
be judged technically competent to assess a 
major hotel, a huge shopping center, or a 


sprawling resort. 


Wiegner wants to put some meaning into the 


state's tax equalization process, which is far 
more vital to fair taxation than many taxpapers 
understand. He would put the state into the 
business of assessment otherwise, as in 
guaranteeing that an assessor is chosen 
because he is technically qualified, and not 
because he needs the job or is a retainer of the 
town chairman. 


He wants uniform and reliable local finance 


reporting, which is an echo of some of Lucey's 
campaign themes three years ago, but is for- 
gotten or ignored by all except his tax man. 


They are tender, difficult, even daring con- 


cepts in a state which has historically revered 
"home rule" and the idea that the government 
is best that can be watched intimately. 


Notwithstanding and overlooking legitimate 


reservations about details and a widespread 
doubt that the bureaucrat in Madison is more 
trustworthy and efficient than the neighborly 
official in the locality, these are prudent ques- 
tions in a time of universal concern about the 
burden of the property tax. It remains far and 
away the heaviest of all of the ingenious in- 
ventions to raise public money. It won't be 
eliminated. The thoughtful among the afflicted, 
therefore, will be grateful for the reminder that 
accuracy and equity are worthy goals.

Science expanding 
cosmic realities 


One of the main reasons for the 


shriveling of orthodox religion in the 
late 19th and early 20th century was the 
expansion 
of astronomy and 
as- 


trophysics. The more we learned about 
"the starry vault," the less consequen- 
tial our own earth seemed to be. 


In the infinite reaches of space, our 


earth was relegated to a speck of dust 
revolving around a third-rate star in an 
obscure comer of a minor galaxy no 
different from millions of others like it. 


To believe that this speck of dust was 


singled out by God's eye, was marked 
out for the incarnation, the redemption, 
and all the rest of the theological dog- 
mas, required a leap of faith that only 
the most resolute could make. 


It seemed wildly anthropocentric— 


almost paranoid, in fact—to imagine 
that our microscopic orb, tucked away 
like a grain of sand in the vast pocket of 
the universe, was the focus of divine 
attention, not merely in Old Testament 
terms, but even more startlingly in the 
appearance of His son, transforming 
the ancient covenant into a new 
promise. 


But science has always turned out to 


be a two-edged sword: it cuts back to 
excise out the errors and superstitions 
of the past; it also cuts forward into the 
future, to reassess and rectify its own 
theories and judgments and calculus of 
probabilities. Now, what astronomy did 
to shatter theology, mathematics is 
beginning to restore on a different 
scale. 


It now seems not merely possible, but 


highly probable, that there exist many 
earths in the universe that have given 
birth to life and that carry cultures and 
technologies comparable to, and 
perhaps supenor to, our own. 


On a purely statistical basis, using 


the latest mathematical calculations 
based on astronomica] research, it is

high probability that creatures "formed 
in the image of God" inhabit thousands, 
or millions, of orbs with the same life- 
sustaining properties as our earth.

terrestrial origins. It means, if true, that 
we are part of a vast symphony of life

Our "religion," hitherto, may not 


have been too big for us; it may have 
been too small.

He may well 
prove to be the prophet.of our century. 


We have not yet, in our childishness, 


even attained a world religion; it is too 
much to expect us to accept a cosmic 
one as yet But it may be that science, in 
its holy quest for truth, can open up 
more doors to cosmic reality than the 
blind worshipers of a cultic'god could 
even besin to pray for.

The White House, caught by 


surprise, is so concerned about damage 
to the President's image that domestic 
czar John REhrlichman is personally 
monitoring each new OEO crisis and 
supervising belated efforts to build a 
publicity backfire. 


A cobra analogy 


A legitimate case can be made for 


what the President is trying to do with 
the war on poverty. But the White 
House has not yet made it. The problem 
has been handled with all the sensi- 
tivity toward the poor of a starving 
cobra toward a trapped rabbit. 


It was inevitable that there would be 


opposition to the elimination of OEO 
from the 80,000-plus Community Ac- 
tion workers and the several thousand 
federal staffers who would lose their 
jobs, from Democrats committed to its 
concept, and from Congressmen angry 
about every aspect of their current 
.power struggle with the President. But 
the result of White House mishandling 
has been an uproar that the President's 
bright young men did not anticipate. 


Key Congressional Democrats have 


pledged to restore OEO. Unionized 
OEO staff workers and local Com- 
munity Action directors have filed suits 
in U.S. district courts asserting that the 
dismantling of the agency is not just ill 
advised but illegal. At least five young 
activists working for Ralph Nader have 
been interviewing unhappy OEO of- 
ficials, preparing to fight elimination of 
the Legal Aid Services Program. Inter- 
views appear almost daily, with various 
officials bemoaning Nixon's heartless- 
ness toward the poor. A new Louis 
Harris poll reports that only 39 per cent 
of those surveyed favor destroying 
OEO. 


With a little public education effort, 


the White House might have sold its 
viewpoint. In truth, all but two 
programs in OEO will survive, although 
in reduced and-reorganized form under 
various appropriate departments. The 
President has promised that although 
he means to kill legal aid it will be 
reborn as a quasi-public or private 
corporation. Only the Community Ac- 
tion program, which has long be'en of 
dubious effectiveness and plagued bv 
political activism, is being totallv 
abandoned.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Among 


thousands of persons who sent letters 
on the subject, the White House says, 
four of every five oppose amnesty for 
young men who left the country rather 
than go to Vietnam.

Calif., who wrote:

Medicare increases face opposition 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Proposed 


increases in hospitalization costs for 
Medicare patients today faced the op- 
position of hostile Democratic members 
of a Senate health subcommittee. 


Caspar W. Weinberger, secretary of 


health, education and welfare, was the 
first scheduled witness at a new series of 
hearings on health care before a Senate 
health subcommittee. Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine, the subcommittee 
chairman, said the planned reductions, 
in benefits will never be approved by 
Congress. He noted opposition last 
week from senior Senate Democrats, 
including 12 committee chairmen. 


Under present law, a Medicare pat- 


ient pays $72 for the first day of hospit- 
alization and nothing for the next 60 
days. A quarter of the first day's cost is 
deductible for the 61st through the 90th 


day, and a half is deductible for the 91st 
through 150th day. 


The administration plan would 


require a patient to pay 10 per cent of 
daily hospital charges after the $72 for 
the first day. Deductibles also would be 
increased for covered physicians' ser- 
vices. 


Weinberger testified before a House 


committee last week that the proposal 
would increase the patient cost for the 
average hospital stay—about 12 
days—by $105, but he said it would 
reduce costs for lengthy hospital stays. 


"We believe that these Medicare 


reforms are desirable and that they will 
not impose financial hardship on the 
program's beneficiaries," Weinberger 
said, noting that Social Security cash 
benefits have risen nearly 70 per cent 
since 1966.

abrasive style of Howard Phillips in 
dismantling the Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO)—a style now being 
forcibly leashed by an angry White 
House—can be traced directly to 
preeidential major domo H. R. (Bob) 
Haldeman. 


Until Jan. 20, Phillips had been 


approaching his new duties as acting 
director of OEO with sobriety and 
moderation.

Haldeman that profoundly affected his 
performance at OEO. 


Both Haldeman and Phillips now 


deny anything of substance was said. 
But soon afterwards, Phillips told 
friends 
with some 
delight 
that 


Haldeman urged him to "sock it to 
triem" at the anti-poverty agency. Ac- 
cording to Phillips, Haldeman told him 
not to worry about criticism because 
the White House was behind him all the 
way. To intimates, Phillips interpreted 
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this as a White House license em- 
powering him to crack down hard with 
a sledge-hammer, not the subtle scal- 
pel. 


Has been quietly muzzled 


And crack down he did, with inter- 


views,,leaked memoranda and feisty 
congressional testimony which turned 
Phillips into a national figure over- 
night He had extended his writ— 
abolition of OEO, justifiable on ad- 
ministrative 
grounds—into 
an 


ideological holy war that was losing 
allies for the President As a result, the 
White House this week quietly muzzled 
Phillips and attempted to remodel him 
into a less zealous and combative pos- 
ture. 


The story of Howie Phillips at OEO 


shows that the Nixon administration 
has not entirely outgrown its first term 
confusions. More seriously, it also 
reveals a dangerous underpinning to 
the exuberant self-confidence of the 
second term: a strain of thought at the 
White House, shared by Haldeman and 
the President himself, that is not con- 
tent with mere administrative reform 
but insists on ideological combat which 
could bothjndanjger those reforms and 
damage the President.

term confusion than Mr. Nixon's am-

OEO unmanageable mess 


But even relatively liberal Nixon 


aides came to believe OEO was an 
unmanageable mess. Their view was 
buttressed by a 1970 report by the Ash 
Commission on government organiza- 
tion, still secret, recommending that 
OEO be abolished and its functions 
spread among other departments. The 
arguments were strictly administrative, 
eschewing ideological debate. 


That, surprisingly, was Phillips's 


private view 3ate last year after being 
tapped as OEO director. Although his 
roots are in the right-wing Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF), Phillips 
has contacts in the party's left and 
helped manage liberal Republican Sen. 
Richard Schweiker's 1968 campaign in 
Pennsylvania. John Price, a former 
White House aide active in the liberal 
Republican Rjpon Society endorsed 
Phillips for the OEO post to presidential 
aides. 


Late last year Phillips reminded his 


liberal Republican friends of all this and 


promised that many of his policies at 
OEO would follow Ripon Society 
guidelines. There was no suggestion of 
an ideological commitment against the' 
government's responsibility for dealing 
with poverty. 


Convinced by Haldeman 


But as the day neared for Phillips to 


take power, his tone changed. In con- 
versations with senior staffers at the 
White House, he was given the impres- 
sion that a hard-nosed crackdown was 
wanted. The worship service chat with 
Haldeman was the final straw which 
convinced Phillips he had powerful 
backing for an ideological crusade 
along YAF lines. 


The tipoff came when J. Laurence 


McCarty, right-wing_ foe of liberal 
Republican Sen. Edward Brooke in 
Massachusetts, was named head of 
Legal Services at OEO without 
clearance from Brooke. The torrent of

Phillips followed. 


The result has been backstage anger 


from Republicans—in Congress, the 
administration and the White House— 
who fear Phillips's obstreperous rhe- 
toric has been counterproductive, 
generating support for a program that 
has clearly failed and that would 
warrant few mourners had its end been 
proclaimed with less stridency. So, at

elevated 30 prelates of the Roman 
Catholic Church to the College of Car- 
dinals today and revealed two others 
elevated in 1969 whose identities he had 
kept secret because they were in Com- 
munist countries. 


The two cardinals named "in pectore" 


were Bishop Stepan Trochta, 68, of 
Litomerice, Czechoslovakia, and 
Bishop Juliu Hossu of Cluy-Gherla, 
Romania. 


Bishop Hossu died in 1970, and relat- 


ions have since improved between the 
Vatican and Czechoslovakia's Com- 
munist government. 


The Pope also announced that he may 


make provision for representatives of 
the Synod of Bishops to sit with the 
College of Cardinals in its conclaves to 
elect a new pontiff. Such conclaves 
heretofore have been confined 
exclusively to the cardinals. 


The day's schedule included the 


private consistory at which the Pope 
notified the college of its new members, 
the public consistory at which the new 
princes of the church pledged loyalty 
and obedience to the pontiff and 
received their red hats from him and a 


mass at which the Pope was to present 
the new cardinals their sapphire rings. 


In the past, each of these has been 


held on a separate day. But Pope Paul, 
having already eliminated such consis- 
tory trappings as sword bearers, 
gentlemen in waiting and specialjobes! 
reduced the pomp of the occasion more 
by concentrating them in one day. 


Three Americans were among the 


new cardinals — Archbishops Luis 
Aponte Martines, 50, of SanTJuan; 
Timothy Manning, 63, of Los Angelesi 
and Hurnberto Medeiros, 57, of Boston. 
Archbishop Aponte is the first Puerto 
Rican cardinal. 


It %vas the fourth consistory in the 


10-year-old reign of Pope Paul, and it 
brought younger men and more nations 
into the church's senate, which elects its 
popes. It also raised the total jnem- 
bership of the Sacred College to 145 
cardinals, its largest in history. 


The Italian contingent still Is the 


largest with 41 members, followed by 
France with 13 and the United States 
with 12. The consistory gave Pakistan, 
Kenya, the Pacific Islands and .Zaire 
their first cardinals, as well as Puerto 
Rico. 


The average age of the new cardinals 


is 60; it was 68 in the last consistory four 
years ago.

But Nelson H. Cruikshank, 70-year 


old president of the three-million

Typhoid fever found 
in Florida migrant camp 


HOMESTEAD, Fla. (AP) — A 


"voluntary quarantine" has been im- 
posed on a migrant farm labor camp 
here in an attempt to halt a local 
epidemic of typhoid found in 15 of 107 
persons sent to hospitals for testing. 


The 2,000 residents "are allowed to 


leave the camp to buy food or work but 
that's about all," Dade County Public 
Health Director Dr. Milton Saslaw said 
Sunday. "They've been ordered to stay 
in the camp." 


Health officials said the number of 


confirmed typhoid cases from a con- 
taminated water supply at the camp had 
risen to 15 but there had been no deaths 
reported since the outbreak a week ago. 


Hospital officials said today the bulk 


of the 107 persons under observation 
were still hospitalized and there was no 
indication when they would be released. 


The epidemic has been labeled by 


officials as the area's biggest typhoid 
outbreak in recent memory. 


"We're fairly certain that the water 


supply is the culprit," said Saslaw. The 
camp, 25 miles south of Miami, is served 
by two wells. 


But health department officials con- 


tinued checking the wells, a nearby- 
canal and soil in the area in an attempt 
to locate the typhoid-causing bacteria, 
salmonella typh. 


The disease can be transmitted by 


human carrier, contaminated food, 
water or waste material. 


Saslaw said he was reluctant to order 


a full quarantine for the camp, located 
near Homestead Air Force Base. 


"It wouldn't prevent the spread of the 


disease to people inside or outside of the 
camp," he said. "We'd have less control 
over the group if we did. They'd be apt to 
leave in large numbers if we tried to 
force them to stay and sealed it off 
completely." 


Earlier, several social welfare officials 


accused the health department of 
minimizing the significance of the 


outbreak to prevent panic in nearby- 
communities and of showing little con- 
cern for the mostly Mexican-Americans 
in the camp. 


But Rudy Juarez, a spokesman for 


Organized Migrants In Community 
Action, late Sunday praised efforts of 
health officials. "AH that can be dQne is 
being done for these sick people," 
Juarez said. 


Saslaw said he was investigating a 


report that two families with-sick 
children had left the camp but was able 
to confirm it.

A welfare recipient grocery purchase 


plan that is designed to make less paper 
work for everyone involved will get a 
six months trial period in Appleton as a 
result of action last week by the City 
Council's v/elfare and ordinance com- 
mittee. 


The change v/as recommended by 


City Welfare Director Merton Ehricke 
and Finance Director Ray Running. 


In the past, Ehricke said, grocery 


stores were required to complete forms 
itemizing purchases made by city relief 
recipients. 


Under the new plan, the welfare 


department will require only cash 
register receipts as proof of grocery 
purchases. The change will not open 
the door to abuses, Ehricke said, 
because even under the old system it 
was primarily the store's responsibility 
to see that relief recipients purchased 
only authorized items. 


Grocery store items prohibited for 


purchase with city relief funds include 
soft drinks, olives, out-of-season fruits, 
potato chips and dip, expensive sea 
foods, dog and cat foods, nonstaple 
groceries, cigarettes, beer, fresh or 
frozen pizza, candy and gun and 
delicatessen items. 


Recipients and stores get copies of 


the prohibited items. Recipients are 
permitted to spend relief money at any 
grocery store in Appleton, Ehricke said. 


Stores have cooperated in the honor 


system,. Ehricke explained. Store 
owners understand that if they violate 
the prohibited items provision, the city 
will prevent recipients from doing 
business there and they face prosecu- 
tion. 


Reaction from store owners to the 


new plan has been good, Ehricke said. 


Merchants didn't like to have to

Stifter penalties proposed 
for assaults on policemen 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - A measure 


which would increase penalties for as- 
saults against police officers, firemen 
and oublic officials was endorsed Friday 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 


The bill, which was introduced 


following the recent fatal shootings of 
two Milwaukee policemen, was vir- 
tually assured passage in thi' upper 
house as 18of its 33rnembers were listed 
as co-authors. 


Sen. William Bablitch, D-Stevens 


Point, asked that the proposal be kept in 
commitee until corrections officials 
could testify at another public hearing. 
But 3-2 endorsement was made after the 
committee chairman, Sen. Gerald 
Lorge. R-Bear Creek, insisted the bill be 
voted either up or down. 


Prisoners would be required before 


becoming eligible for parole to serve at 
least half of a minimum sentence. Those 
under a life sentence would have to 
serve 20 years. 


The penalty for battery to a police 


officer would be increased to five to 10 
years with no eligibility for parole until 
after five years. 


Stiffer sentences were favored at the 


hearing by representatives of several 
police agencies and the state Justice 
Department. 


The only opposition came from Prof. 


William Gorham Rice of the University 
of Wisconsin Law School, who spoke for 
the Wisconsin Civil Liberties Union. 


Rice said the bill would unconstitut- 


ionally limit the powers of the governor 
to grant pardons and commutations to 
prisoners. 


Republican Sen. Roger Murphy of 


Waukesha, principal author of the 
measure, said he hoped the legislature 
"will have enough guts to pass this bill." 


"We have shown these people we 


memi business," Murphy said. 


The committee also heard, but 


decided to delay action on, a proposal by 
Sen. Gordon Roseleip, R-Darlington, to, 
reinstate the death penalty in Wiscon- 
sin. 


Roseleip, the only person to testify in 


favor of the proposal, said it would cut 
down on murders and save the state the 
money it spends to keep prisoners con- 
fined for life. 


Rice argued the death penalty has 


been declared unconstitutional by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, and said there is 
no proven relationship between the 
death 
penalty and decreases 
in 


murders. 


Also testifying against the measure 


was Rio Moreland, an ex-convict who 
said he has spent several years in 
prisons at Mississippi, Ohio and Wis- 
consin. 


Moreland, who is now working in 


prisoner rehabilitation projects, said the 
death penalty "has not stopped crime or 
death." 


He told of watching an ISyear-oldboy 


walk the final steps to the death 
chamber in an Ohio prison. 


"At first the prisoners felt fear, but 


then you felt anger," watching the 
condemned man, Moreland said. "The 
inmates released in the next six months 
showed a drastic increase in returning 
to crime." 


The committee said it wanted more 


time to study Roseleip's proposal.

400,000. compared with 207,000 in the 
last statewide spring primary, a State 
Supreme Court contest in 1967.

Wisconsin's presidential election in 
No\ ember. 


Polls open about 7 p.m.. depending on 


local option, and close universally by 8 
p.m.

Warren has 
opinion on 
diking plan 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Using a 


shortcut through the provisions of the 
Wisconsin Environmental Policy Act in 
certain instances was endorsed Friday 
by Atty. Gen. Robert Warren. 


Warren told Gov. Patrick Lucey that 


he would be justified, because of the 
dangerously high Great Lakes' water 
levels, to sidestep the law's provision for 
lengthy review of a dike project's en- 
vironmental impact. 


But the Republican attorney general 


told the Democratic governor that the 
chief executive does not usually have 
the power to waive such requirements 
unless he proclaims a state of emer- 
gency. 


Lucey had asked Warren to offer an 


opinion on the matter because of the 
possibility of flooding along the Lake 
Michigan shoreline. 


Lucey asked the Army Corps of En- 


gineers in January to begin "Operation 
Foresight," a program which would 
provide some two miles of dikes in the 
Green Bay area. 


The diking, planned to protrude as 


much as seven feet above the bay's 
normal water level, would protect about 
1,750 acres of land from flooding. 


After the corps agreed to the project, 


Lucey was told by Department of Nat- 
ural Resources Secretary L.P. Voigt that 
the diking would require an environ- 
mental impact report from the city of 
Green Bay, an environmental impact 
statement from the department, and a 
series of public hearings. -The process, 
Voigt said, would take about 120 days. 


"Absent a declaration of emergency, 


it is clear that the governor does not 
have the authority to waive the duty of 
the Department of Natural Resources 
prepare 
an 
environmental impact 


statement with respect to the bulkhead 
line application," Warren said. 


"This is not to say one must interpret 


(the Environmental Policy Act) as being 
absolutely inflexible in its requirements. 
So as to render government helpless to 
act quickly in circumstances of poten- 
tial emergency, which may nonetheless 
be short of the magnitude of disaster 
where emergency powers can be exer- 
cised." 


Warren advised Lucey, in line with 


federal procedures, to get together with 
the Natural Resources Department and 
work out alternative arrangements to 
the act's requirements. 


"Such arrangements should include 


the requirement of a public hearing, an 
adequate discussion of (the project's) 
impact on the natural and human en- 
vironment, a discussion of its short and 
long-term effects and benefits, and a 
discussion of the possible alternatives to 
the action, including the vigorous 
application of flood plain zoning res- 
trictions," the attorney general said.
